March 15, 1873. 

Among oiir numerous comjilaiuts on this 
side of the Kawarau, we have no reason to in- 
clude a scarcity of fuel as one. We have four 
pits at work steadily getting out coal, and 
anotlier which has not yet gut into working 
order. 1 notice, also, that Mr Stuart, of the 
Perry Hotel, has men .at work on your side 
of the river, opening out a face for the pur- 
pose of putting in a tunnel. Tliis seam has 
been worked previously, and I am informed 
was acknowledged to be of excellent quality, 
Mr Stuart, when he gets fairly to work, ought 
to be abie to supply Cromwell largely, since 
his pit wdll be much nearer than those at the 
Bannockburn, and the extra expense on ac- 
count of puiitage will be saved. 

Another claim h,as been taken np on the 
deep lead near Smith’s Gully. This lead, it 
is plain, is an old course of Smith’s Creek. 
Numerous shafts were sunk sometime ago, and 
rich ground struck ; and although a good de.al 
of ground was worked with amply p,ayable re- 
turns, it was found at last that the appliances 
I then used (whims and pulleys) were not siiffi- 
i cient to cope with the water, and all the 
i claims ivorked by means of a shaft had there- 
fore to be thrown up. The only claim on the 
lead at present is the AH Nations’, xvho xvork 
tlieir ground with a tunnel, which tliey have 
driven through the reef something over 700 
feet. The new claim will have much more 
reef to go through, but if it riays as 'well as 
the All Nations’ is reported to do, the party 
will be well rewarded for tlieir trouble. One 
would tiiiiik that ground of this de.scription 
ought not to lie idle very long. A company 
might easily be formed, and a small engine 
procured to work their claim. Coal could be 
obtained at a very cheap rate, as there are 
I coal pits quite close by. 

The late rains have freshened up all the 
creeks in a ivonderfiil manner. All the races 
are now full, and everybody coniiec'ed with 
mining looks cheerful once more. It is not 
likely that water will be scarce for many 
months again, — to anything like such au ex- 
tent as has been the case of late, at any rate, 
— for the sun is fast losing the power to dry 
up the ground, and there is now some quan- 
tity of moisture falls at night.

Extensive Fire in Dunedin. 

( J/orni)ij Star, March 13.) 

The sonorous tones of the central flre-bell 
rang out the alarm for a fire in Bell Ward 
at about ten minutes past midnight, and tin 
appearance of flames in the direction of tlij 
Distillery gave a good idea of its locality. 
From the Octagon, or the high ground ovet^ 
looking George-street, the exact spot must 
have been at once seen, for the flames appear 
to have first showed on that side of the build, 
ings which were destroyed, and had attained 
considerable strength almost immediately 
after the first alarm was sounded. The sceo! 
of the fire was Messrs Gibbs and Clayton's 
window, sash, and door factory, in Cumber 
land-street, and right opposite the Distillery, 
Where the fire broke out is uncertain. Tlis 
general opinion appeared to be that it must 
have been close to the engine-room ; on the 
other hand, there were people, who wets 
early on the ground, who say that the flames 
were strongest in what wa.s the factory proper 
and they incline to the belief that it origi! 
nated amongst the shavings about the sav 
benches on the ground floor. One of the 
earliest, if not the earliest person to see tie 
fire was the watciiman of tlie Distillery. It 
is his custom to make rounds of the premises 
lie is in cliarge of at stated intervals during 
the night j and, in accordance with that cus- 
tom, he commenced his examination of tlie 
Distillery, inside and outside, at twenty 
minutes to twelve, and had completed it 
about midnight. He was again inside tl(e 
Distillery yard, near the offices, when he ob- 
served what he took to be a thin veil of smoke 
rising above the large gate between the brick 
drying rooms and the iron building, wliick 
forms the malting room and the spirit store') 
and wliiol) is the principal entrance to tin 
works. It was then, he thinks, about three 
minutes past twelve. To make sure, he 
walked, up to the gate, and then observed 
that Gibbs and Clayton's establishment was 
enveloped in smoko, which was coming out 
in thick volumes from the north-western end 
of the roof, .and that a slight flame showed 
itself on the Octagon side of the building. 
He at once raised an alarm and woke up the 
manager and Distillery hands. It was while 
he was doing so that the fire-bell rang. Ko 
time was lost in getting tlie hose fixed on to 
the Company's liydrant, and in a very short 
time a strong jet was playing on the building. 
But this was only misdirected energy, for tlie 
inflammable nature of the material in it 
rendered it a sheer irapossiuility to stop the 
progress of the flames, wliich were fanned by 
a south-easterly breeze. Then the Distillery 
servants did what w-as next best : opened o 
plug ready for the Fire Brigade, and turned 
their hose on to their own iron building, 
wliich was in considerable danger, and smoked 
greatly.- If tliat had gone there would have 
been a serious fire indeed, for at one end o( 
it there were barr .ds upon bar rels of spirits. 
The Brigade were quxkly on the spot, and in 
a very short time had eight brandies playing 
on the flames, wliidi by this time had ex-, 
tended themselves to the adjoining buildings, 
Messm Gibbs and Clayton’s being fairly enve- 
loped. The heat w^vs great on all sides, but 
oil the Cuiiiberl.and-.iti est side it ivas intense. 
There the men with the Distillery hose had 
to be covered with sacks and doused with 
water. kVitkin twenty minutes from the first 
alarm, the adjoining tub and bucket factory 
of Messrs Spicer and Co., tlie turnery estaii- 
Hshiiicnt belonging to Mr Rendal, and the 
bono-niill of Messrs Goldsmith and Cn., were 
beyond the power of saving, and the Brigade 
directed its energies ti.i confining the flumes 
within the limits described. But previmisto 
this, the flames stretched northward, licking 
lip the cottages occupied by Messrs IVilkinsnn 
and Gorman. The occupiers, however, liiul 
already cleared out their furniture and 
etrects. Tlie Brigade succeeded in saving 
a portable engine sta’iding close by, and 
other property. Within three-quarters 
hour, the fire was got under, and all dpnpi 
was past. The Fire Brigade deserve the iii 1 
most praise for the energetic and systematic 
manner in which they worked. Wehavennl 
been able to get a correct list of the losses, 
but believe Messrs Gibbs and Clayton esti- 
mate theirs — whicli represent building, stock 
in it, and inaoliinsry, (hardly any of the 
stacked timber was burnt)— at about £G,000, 
of which £4,000 (which is scarcely the value 
of the niachinery alone) is covered by in- 
surauce-y£l,000 iu the New Zealand, £1,000 
in the ‘Victoria, and the balance in the Scot- 
tish Commercial aud another office, the nanis 
of which we do not recollect.

Tha Beckleaaneas of Miners. ' '

Why are the oldest minors often the most 
incautious 1 Evidently because familiiirity 
ffitli the numerous and various perils of their 
vocation renders them insensible to them. 
It is one of the misfortunes of the occupation 
tliat it has a tendency to make men regard- 
less of theit safety tn a perfectly nstonishing 
(legrce, Let ns take, for instance, the case 
()! poor Bennetts, ivho was kilted on Monday 
in a shaft of the Argus Company. The evi- 
dence showed that the shaft was about 100 
feet deep, but that there was a ladder-way 
extending to within 20 feet of the surface. 
To reivoh the first rung the unfortunate man 
leized an . old piece of rope that, had been 
Iving for some time under a heap of drewood. 
Had the rope been new or sound, it would 
have been amply strong enough to have sup- 
ported his weight. But, whether lie knew it 
or not, the rope had been tied round a steam- 
pipe, and, being tlioroughly rotten, had been 
c,ost aside as only fit for fuel. Now,’ any 
other person, before venturing to suspend 
himself over a yawning abyss of 100 feet, 
(vould have taken some pains to test the rope 
on which li is existence depended.

After battling 
over the matter for nearly five hours, and 
nine quarts of beer, it was agreed at my sug- 
gestion that the leaders should be insei^d os 
letters addressed to the editor. And in this 
form they appeared by shutting out seven 
columns of good paying advertisements. 
These five leader-writers were ever after mine 
enemies, who finally comp.assed my downfall. 

“ One morning a shareholder brought me 
what he termed a splendid local article. He 
said it would make the paper go down like 
wild -fire and winkey. It would be read by 
everyone all through the Colonies. Having 
run my eyes over it I quite eoncarred with 
the writer that it would make the paper go 
down— so much down that it was never likely 
to come up again ; and I was also quite cer- 
tain that the local would be read by everyone ; 
for I think it was one of the moat splendid 
and magnificent libels I ever read in my life. 
The article, without the slightest circumlocu- 
tion, stated that hereditary wilful murder ran 
in the family of a man who lived next house 
hut one to him and whose wife had quarrelled 
with his wife. I told the writer that it would 
never do : that it w.as libellous and that all 
the shareholders would be answerable for the 
consequences of publishing it. He replied 
by saying tliat he didn’t want them to 
he responsible — that lie would be respon- 
sible for tlie consequences himself. But 
as no jury would have returned damages at 
the lowest figure under £100,000, and the 
individual’s wealth merely consisted of a liovso, 
a dray, and a stack of firewood, 1 took the 
grave responsibility upon my.self of refusing 
to hand it in to the printers, by which I made 
one more enemy. 

’‘One sliareliokler after another would 
come and carry away my newspaper ex 
changes, so that I had iiotliuig to select my 
reprint matter from. Anotlier considered 
j that it was part of my duty to write 



in from that colony to this. Of course Vic- 
toria did not want to lose its population. So 
while rich fields in the Otago province were 
being worked, and thousands of ounces of 
gold were being weekly obtained, tlie newd- 
paper correspondents were made to say it was 
a duffing rush, and that very shortly men 
jvould bo returning in droves as thick as fleas 
in a Maori blanket.

A fourth asked for the 
vei7 opposite view, My ideas by niy various 
opposing advocacies at length got aooonfused 
tliat 1 made most exti'aordinary mistakes, 
and to this day 1 am not quite certain what 
my views on polities are, Soinetiines I think 
I am a Oeiitr.iUst, and at others I think 1 am 
not. If a policy could ho established em- 
bracing the two I think I should be that 
policy, and advocate it with eomnminate 
ability. 1 have now become steeped in de- 
moralisation. I only hope my confession 
will have a chastening and purifying effect. 
1 hope BO. I trust so.”
